Henry A. Kerstlng of St Louis, Mo 


Tho bus was brought to Outaga- 


mte-co by the "regular" Outagamie 
County Republican club headed by 
W. H. Zuehlke. C. C. Nelson, secre- 
ta.-y of the organization, accompa- 
nied the bus from the time it arriv- 
ed in the county at Kaukauna where 
an address was delivered at 4 o'clock.

Chancellor Oeschger spoke on the 


farm question and on the attitude 
the Republican party has always 
borne toward the laboring man.

For many years there was a law 


on the statute books requiring that 
all employes (with a few specified ex- 
ceptions) be given twenty-four hours 
rest in every seven consecutive days.

So the 1927 legislature passed an 


amendment giving the 
industrial 


commission power*to issue reasonable 
orders on the day of rest. As usual, 
before adopting orders, the commis- 
sion appointed an advisory committee 
which in turn named a sub commit- 
tee to take up the matter and make 
recommendations to the commission.

rest in ever calendar week, instead 
of every seven consecutive days,

•manual labor and employes whose 
duties include no more than three 
hours of essential work on Sunday, 
making necessary repairs to boilers, 
Wiring and machinery.

life had some very strange, unusual 
and intensely interesting psychologi- 
cal experiences. His outer life, too. 
has had In it much 
of storm and 


struggle, 
as readers of his "Two 


Lives" will remember. In his prose 
work "The 
Locomotive God" Mr. 


Leonard, ruthlessly and unreserved- 
ly psycho-analyzing himself, recalled 
as clearly as he could certain events 
which had caused his phobias, and 
graphically pictured the terrific ag- 
onies which these abnormal mental 
states had caused him. 


He has now given the world "A 


Son of Earth,' which is his poetic 
autobiography. As he points out in 
an explanatory note, he has pre- 
pared a poem-sequence consisting of 
eighteen episodes in which he shows 
his entire life in its aims, activities, 
situations, influences 
(nature, per- 


sonalities, books) crises, and relation 
to public events. He has made se- 
lections from his many works pre- 
viously issued. 
Also, in order to 


round out his autobiography, he has 
added certain other matter which 
was published during 
the World 


War but which created so great a 
furore that it was 
quickly with- 


drawn from circulation; also some 
material privately printed; and oth- 
er poems never hitherto printed or 
published in any form.

END OF CONKLING 


Conkling resigned from the Sen- 


ate, following by his calleague, Tom 
Platt—who became known as "Me 
Too"—expecting to be vindicated by 
re-election by "his" legislature. The 
legislature took this chance to un- 
horse Conkling and that was 
the 


*nd of him. 


Then Garfleld was killed by Gui 


teau, a disappointed office seeker and 
indignation swept the country. Pub- 
lic opinion jammed through the first 
civil service reform law and Presi 
dent 
Arthur, 
hitherto 
Conkling's 


man, 
tried to give an honest admin- 


- istration. The Star Route scandals 
-however, revealed an assistant post-

•paign to be called the "Mugwump 
Campaign" because party lines were 
crossed as never before. 


Under such conditions the party In 


"power was unfortunate enough 
to 


nominate an unscrupulous politician 


" with a tainted record "and the Demo- 
- crats lucky enough to choose as up- 


right a man as ever ran for the 
presidency. 


BLAINE VS. ARTHUR 


The Republican nomination lay be- 


tween Blaine and Arthur, who had 
been a good president, but whose 
ability to carry his own state of New 
Tork was doubted. Blaine was nomi- 
nated on the fourth ballot when 
some Arthur delegates and most of 
'the Favorite Sons leaped aboard his' 
bandwagon. 


A substantial party bolt of reform- 


ers followed, organizing to beat 
Blaine. 


The Democratic convention found 


"Tammany desperately bucking Cleve- 
land, elected governor of New Tork 
by a huge 190,000 majority in 1882 
and known, as a man of rugged hon- 
esty and bravery. Cleveland cleaned 
out the Favorite Sons on the second 
ballot and jumped the two- thirds 


- hurdle. Tammany 
delegates yelled 


"No!" when asked to make the nomi- 
nation, unanimous and 
governoi1 


Bragg of Wisconsin cried: "We lov« 
him for the enemies he has made." 


The campaign was close and bitter. 


The Mugwumps said Cleveland was 
better than his party and promised 
to return to the G. O. P. later. The 
regulars called 
them "Dudes and 


Pharisees." 
Charles A. Dana, edi- 


tor of the New Tork Sun. which was 
then the Tammany organ, was bit- 
ter against Cleveland, who had once 
rkr-sed to give his son a state job. 
Tammany at first opposed and then 
professed to be supporting Cleve- 
land. • Possibly It did. The only real 
campaign Issue was the tariff, and 
that cut little ice. 


SCANDALS AIRED 


The old corruption charges were 


raised against Blaine and hurt him 
a" lot. A cartoon showing him tat- 
tooed with scandals give him the 
name "the Tattooed Man." 


The Maria Halpln scandal, involv- 


ing Cleveland, was brought to Blaine 
and he gave It to the national com- 
mittee to spread broadcast

ASQUITH TELLS OF 
ENGLISH TROUBLES 
DURING WORLD WAR 


Heretofore Unpublished 
Doc- 


ument Reveals "Inside" of 
Lord's Resignation 


Boston —MR— Inside Information 


concerning English politics in World 
war days is contained In the "Mem- 
ories and Reflections" of the late 
Earl of Oxford and Asquith, British 
prime minister from 1908 to 1916, 
which have just been published here. 


Among the disclosure Is a here-to- 


fore unpublished document bearing 
on the resignation of Lord Fisher 
as the first sea lord of the British 
admiralty In May, 1915. 


The paper is an "ultimatum" pre- 


pared by Lord Fisher at the time of 
his resignation in which, he demand- 
ed «veeping powers so that he might 
end the war and abolish the submar- 
ine menace. He set forth six condi- 
tions to his accomplishment of these 
ends. These conditions include the 
removal of "Winston Church from the 
cabinet and Sir A. K. Wilson from 
the admiralty and the Committee of 
Imperial Defence and the War Coun- 
cil. 


The former prime minister's book, 


which was virtually ready for the 
printer before the earl's death last 
February, contains numerous ex- 
tracts from Informal diaries and rec- 
ords -kept by him during the war. 
There are 
comments on and ac- 


counts of war-time squabbles among 
Sir John French, Lord Kitchener, 
Lloyd George and others; conversa- 
tions over possible divisions of ter- 
ritory after the war; and many inti- 
mate glimpses into the conduct of 
the war during Asquith's premier- 
ship. 


Under date of November 16, 1918, 


he noted In his dairy: 


"President Wilson is coming after 


all and Is expected to arrive here 
about our polling date. December 14. 
I confess he- Is one of the few peo- 
ple in the world that I want to see 
and talk to 
" 


Further on he wrote: "President 


Wilson was unwise enough at this 
time to slip down from his oracular 
tripod at Washington and to rub 
shoulders with European diplomacy 
at Paris and Versailles. I bad an 
interesting talk with him as he 
passed through London: among oth- 
er topics, on the difference between 
the position and authority of the 
cabinet in the United States and 
here."

Under dat* of March 24. 1915. the 


prime minister made this notation 
in his diary: 


"Grey (foreign minister) and 1

Winston is very anxious that 
If. when the war ends. Russia has

"Advocates of renting point to the

doubtedly they have their appeal to 
many people. In fact, the Depart- 
ment of Labor shows that during 
recent years there has been a very 
rapid growth of apartment house liv- 
ing In American cities. Nearly 60 
per cent of our families are now 
housed in apartments, or two family 
houses, compared with 40 per cent 
six years ago. We are.,indeed be- 
coming a nation of cliff dwellers. In 
spite of the great number of single 
family houses that have been con- 
structed in the past six years, the 
fact remains that proportionately wo 
are today far more a nation of rent- 
ers than home owners. 


CHEAPER TO OWN 


"The stopping of the mad upward 


rush of rents" and in many instances 
the reversed to lower levels, revives 
the old question of whether it is bet- 
ter for the average man to own his 
home or rent. There is probably no 
question that comes up for more 
frequent 
discussion 
between hus 


bands and wives in America than 
whether It is cheaper and better for 
them to build or buy their own home, 
or to rent. Certainly, if there are 
children in the family it is a question 
of extreme importance. There 
are 


those who believe firmly that it Is 
cheaper for them to rent than to buy 
or build. However, 
for the same 


quality of accommodation that is be- 
ing rented the cost of owning a home 
has repeatedly been demonstrated to 
be lower. Of course, If one is paying 
rent which would be about right 
for a $6,000 house and compares this 
rent with the cost of owning a house 
worth $15,000. he will find that 
the 


latter is higher. If, however, he is 
content to build or buy more nearly 
in keeping with the value of 
the 


house he has been renting, he 
find in the long run that he is better 
off to own than rent. 


Let us take, for example, two 


young couples with incomes of $3,- 
000 a year. One is a renter and the 
other is a home owner. Assume 
that both houses are worth $8.000. 
The landlord must get 10 per cent 
gross, or $800 a year if he is to 
make a profit on the rented house. 
That means 
$67 a 
month rent. 


That is all he has to pay, the land- 
lord takes care of repairs, taxea. 
etc. Now. let us consider the owner 
of an $8.000 house. He must consid- 
er the interest on his own capital 
as well as on borrowed capital be- 
cause if it were not tied up in the 
house it could be drawing Interest 
elsewhere. His Interest charges at 6 
per cent amount to $430. taxes and 
Insurance about 2 per cent amount 
$160. The taxes, of course, will vary 
somewhat in different localities, but 
2 per cent I* a fair average. 1 PT 
cent should take care of upkeep and 
repairs: this would amount to $SO. 
Thews charges together will amount 
to $720 equivalent to {€0 a month. 
It may be argued that houses de- 
predate in value, in spite of ad*- 
qunte repairs, because of changing 
styles of architecture or other fac- 
tors causing obsolescence. As a 
matter of fact, however, the h'stoiy 
of the past fifteen years has been 
one of increasing real estate values. 
Some of the earlier typ»hou«;'*may 
not be KO much in demand, but the 
great Incr*a«! in the \.ilu* of th^ 
land in most inslanc** will N- found 
to have far more than off.«-t any 
decline In the value
